Office Action Summary 
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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants have cancelled claims 1-28 in favor of the newly added claims 29-57. 
Claims 29-49, 56 and 57, are drawn to composition of Group I; Claims 50 -53 of Group 
II are drawn to methods of making the compounds of Group I; and Claims 54 and 55 of 
Group III are drawn to methods of treating a thrombus disease with the compounds of 
Group I. 

Applicant's election with traverse of the election restriction requirement of 
carboline-3-carboxylic acid modified peptides in the reply filed on April 4, 2005 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that a search of both groups is not 
burdensome. This is not found persuasive because the inventions are independent and 
distinct, each from the other. The search for the different inventions is not co-extensive 
particularly with regard to the literature search. Further, a reference that would 
anticipate the invention of one group would not necessarily anticipate or even make 
obvious another group. Finally, the consideration for patentability is different in each 
case. Thus, it would be an undue burden to examine all of the above inventions in one 
application. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for each Group is not necessarily required for the other Groups, the 
requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Applicant's have elected the compound of Claims 29, 45, 56 and 57 wherein R1 
and AAI together represent Ala, Gly, Gin, Lys or Asn, AA2 represents Arg, AA3 
represents Ala, AA4 represents Lys, and R2 represents 3S-1,2,3,4-tetrahydro-P- 
carboline-3-carboxylic acid-2-yl. 
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Claims 30-44, 46-55 are withdrawn from consideration as they are drawn to non- 
elected species. 

The Examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations 
of the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance with the provisions of MPEP § 
821 .04. Process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of 
the patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented 
prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final 
rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are 
governed by 37 CFR 1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims 
and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be 
fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to be allowable, 
the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 101, 102, 103, and 112. Until an elected product claim is found allowable, an 
otherwise proper restriction requirement between product claims and process claims may 
be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope with an 
allowed product claim will not be rejoined. See "Guidance on Treatment of Product and 
Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. § 103(b)" 1 184 O.G. 
86 (March 26, 1996). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance 
with the above policy, Applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended 
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during prosecution either to maintain dependency on the product claims or to otherwise 
include the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result in a loss of the 
right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double patenting rejections of 
35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is withdrawn by the 
examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 29, 45, 56 and 57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wu et al, Synthesis and Thrombolytic Activity of Pseudopeptides Related 
to Fibrinogen Fragment, Bioorganic & Medicinal Chemistry Letters, Vol. 12 September 
(2002), pages 2331-2333. Wu et al teaches the compound Ala-Arg-Pro-Ala-Lys-3S- 
1,2,3,4-tetrahydro-P-carboline-3-carboxylic acid-2-yl, see compound 25 on page 2332 
and top column. The elected compound was demonstrated to possess thrombolytic 
activity as indicated in Table 1 . Therefore, the invention as claimed is anticipated in the 
above reference.
